Washington, Mar. 25. 

The Foreign Ministers of 
21 American republics begin 
conferences here tomorrow 
to cement Western Hemis- 
phere solidarity against the 
global menace of Com- 
munism. President Truman 
will sound the keynote of 
the two-week mecting with 
a “call to unity” address to 
the opening session in .Con- 
stitution Hall. 


The conference was convened 
at the request of the US 
Sceretary of State, Mr Dean 
Acheson, who will preside. 
Since inter-American relations 
already are generally amiable, 
the main purpose of the top- 
level talks is to work out speci- 
fic plans for increasing mill- 
tary and cconomic co-operation 
pledged in the Rio Treaty of 
1947, One sore spot in current 
hemisphere relations — the 
closing of the great Argentine 
newspaper La Prensa-—-will not 
get on the agenda.
